The following description of the preaching of
this eloguent monk was furnlshed In & lotter to
the Evanqelist two years ago, hy a correspondont
then in Paris:—

But now the tall Bwisa halberdier, making a
passage nlomyg the algle, nunounces the approach
of Pere Hyacinthe, and lust witly this whole sen
of fnces 16 turmed towards hlm, with an oxpros-
slon of sympathy so Intense, as seemed onough
to electrifly one who enme in all elmplicity and
sincerity to bring to them the words of life. I
followed slowly, with his ovi down, his
face pale, and, monnting tho stops of the pulplt
bhe knelt down, and burled his #lacee In silont
« prayer. Then rising, e stood, with erect and
pijestic form, and for sowe woments rogardod
in sllence those to whom he was Lo speak: whilo
o deep sigh involuatarily escapoed from his larg
chest,

Although T was already under the moagnotism
of this extroordinary man, my eve as an artlst
ookt In all the surroundings of the scene, In
peenle effect nothing conld excoed the Hoauty
the tabilean—the dark background of
in anclent earved oak: the form of the preache
rendercd more striking by the robe of his order
(be Is o Cormelite monk, aud wears along gown
wit dy pandals on his feet), with his whits
"MIY‘U“H back upon his shoulders, his head
shaven 20 as to leave only a ehaplet of hair nbon
his hrow, while the light from above fell upon
his bare head, and his counte s &0 sl and
heautiful, yet responding with «qt nl"-. ~'\'||IJi-|:'u_\
toall the regards turned towards him.  Surely
if he bod studied all this wiise on s
mwaster in the art.

He begnn (o speak, and from that moment |
wishied to belleve o the sino !';I_\’ in L ploty
i the Chtlstian falth of this man—or il he i
not all that, he protanes the most be sutifnl zifts
of Providence, Never dlldl o voleg more syinpi-
thetio strike my cor; never did art more perfoct
r;:t;.ii‘. ate and control the haman heart,
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[e nnnounced his text, first in Latin and then
in Freneh, It wns in Eccleslastes—a warting 1
dilizence and activity, which he applied to sti-
mulate men In the work of salvation, repeatin
with emplinsis, “Agonize for your falth: combat
for your soul!” He desceribed the agony of
Christ, thnt e might hold Him up as an ex-
arrnle,  As it is the season of Lent, all thoughits
are supposed 1o converge towards that central
theme, and all motives to radiate from the tireat
Bufferer. Ile depicted the sorrows ol the S
viour of the world, the drops of blood [alling
to the ground and the last scene on the eross.
During this deseription all was hushod and still.
The vast cathiedral seemoed to wear o deeper
gloom, us if in gympathy with the darkness
which was deseribed, and when he tepeated on
Saviour's words, “My God, my God, why hast
thon forsaken me !™ it seemoed as i every heart
shuddered at the cry.

An Ohrist sullered
yatlen, so shonld
putler unto o atll thut
wns his theme.  But how do
spivitual war? Here the
tfu- Diyine Sufferer to the worl e eam
to redeem—a world full of sorrow and sin.  In-
stuntly we ware In the midst of the nineteenth
century—with examples of guilt which all could
recornize. He drew lis pictin from netunl
life, portraying the Lempto and the tempted;
and In Wi charges of seliishness and erime, he
seemoed as i he wonld arralga all men at the bay
of Divine justite. He did pet spare any class
or profession—mnot eyen his own -but dréw o
feartul picture of the unworthy priest

It 8 not by hypoerisy,” he said, “that the
bad priest dishonors his miniatry. ypocrisy is
a thing vulear and base, soon unmasked, which
ynnot long deceive any one,  But it I by that
cold, eruel Pharisasism which puts the letter in
place of thie spirit, the dogmn lu place of charity,
in o religion which Is all love. It is not with
hands Lavd and cold that the priest must touckh
the wounds and sores of humnnity, but ns o mo-
ther in Ler love for her children covers the
plague spote which mark the outbreaking of
revolting disease. It is with burning lips that
lie 15 to suek the poison from the very blood of
the deatli-smitten; it 1s with tears of charity and
ol tendermess that e is to wash and to purity
the sinful soul!" As he sald this, there was in
his volee, and in the whole expression of his sad
and beautiful countenance, something of the
tenderness of w futher—he seemed (o yearn {o-
wards those who lstened to him with an irre-
sistible attroction, and with one of his clectrify-
ing gestures he threw open his arms as if he
would take upon his own beart the griefs and
tlie remorse of every troubled spirit.

I give you but a falut outlineg of his sermon
!};(-u;;l; it seemed that every word was engraven
on my memory.  But merely to repeat his argu-
mants and HMustrations conld glve you no lm-
presslon of his pewer, for it lay in the man, in
his eye, his gesture, and his voice. In true clo-
guence there is something wineh escapes nnaly-
sls—a power beyond words—a magnotism vi-
Uranfe ¢! subtile which penetrntes like lightning,
which cinnot be described, but which is only
felt as the lntensest netion of the human soul.
To make you understand its effect, I must paing
for you that countenance 0 nobile, now grive
and stern, and now wearlng a look of ineffable
tenderness, His gestures were full of energy
and anfmation, There was utense life in every
limb and every motion, Now he appeared as 1f
he were the accuser of his heavers, Hashing the
light of consclenée on every deed of guilt. At
guch a moment you might belisve that you heard
anather Savonarola thundering against the vices
of the age. Then suddenly his tone changed
and his manner became tender and almost
caressing, ns if he would draw the multitude Lo
the feet of Him whose agony e described,

In rebuking the spirit of this world, which
has such empire over men, & priest his an im-
mense power trom his own example of self-
abnegation. The Protestant pastor comes to the
pulpit from hiz comfortable home, from the
sweet companionship of Lis wife and childron,
But the priest has no domestic ties. e has no
home and noe oue to love him more than others,
If n monlk, he hus taken a vow of poverty aud
lives in & cell, Hig life is one ol dally self-
denial—at least such Is the theory ol his order—
and he speaks (o the popular heart and con-
science, exalted In public estecm by this impres-
slon of extruordinary sanctity. I need not say
that many priests are far éenongh from realizing
this fdeal of thelr profession—that they are vory
coarse nnd comumon men, alike wanting in intel-
lect und in moral elevation. But others there
are of i different stamp, who at least try to live
up to a snintly Ideal, with whom life 18 a dally
self-crucifixion—men full of all fhe sweet lin-
pulses of nature, venrning for human society.
who are yet doomed to live in solitnde: craving
& love which they can never know, In the gooil
iriest this contradiction between his tastes and

18 actunl existence gives o sadness to all his
life., But what o power does it glve him when
be spoaks out of his lonely and desolate heart
10 othiers in sorrow, uslng the very words of the
Clristus Consolator !

But there 18 nsoug lttle Eplsco-
pal church, having an average andlence of not
over M and the pastor, hearing of Dr. Newton's
coming, addressed him a note, offering the in-
truder the use of his little elhvureh, but on the
wuthority of the revised canons of Eplscopal
Chureh forbldding him to preach elsewhere in
the lmits of his parish. Dr, Newton preached
according Lo :.]»pu'mmunl, lving the opportu-
uity for another Tyng trial.

Albans Protestant Eplscopal Chureh, in New
York, aflirmed that the Episcopalian and Roman
Catholle bellef Is positively allke, although the
members do net commune together, owing to
intrigues at the Court of Rome at the time of
the Relormation. The preacher boldly asserted
that the churches referved to are but actunlly
one, nnd that the members are all Roman
Catholics; and he hoped to see (o day when both
should be united under the Iatler name and unite
i communion.
